fome think the Report is owing to that Bafhaw's 
fudden Departure for Conftaniinople, and tothe 
Non-Appearance of the Grand Vizier at a Time 
when he was faid to b> upon the Road tothe Orroman 
Army. Neverthelef*, fom: Letters from the Turkith 
Frontiers, by the Way of Poland, Gil) maks mention 
of this Event, in fuch a Manner, as if it were not to 
be doubied ; and for this Reafon there is the utmott 
Impatience for Advices directiy from Conftastiaople. 
Thefe Letters fey, § That the new Ambailador who 
¢ was coming from Kouli Kao, the Sophy of Perfis, 
* dying as he pafid thro” Narolia to Conftantinepie, 
* there was found among his Papers an Order from 
*« Kouli Kan to declare War againft the Porte ; end 
“that thefe. Papers being deliver’d to the Grand 
“ Seignior by the Kiflar Aya, who is the Grand 
© Vizier’s fworn Enemy, he took thar Opportunity 
© to blacken him in tie Opinion of the Grand Seig- 
© nior, by reprefenting to him, that the Haughrinels 
© and Obfisacy witn which he reje&ed every Pro- 
* pofal of Peace, as well from the Chriflian Powers, 
* as from the Sophy of Perfia, was the Caufe of all 
¢ the Misfortunes under which the Orroman Empire 
© Jabour’d, and. would nog fail to plunge the Porte 
* into very fatal Circumfances, which fooner ar later 
© might prove very tiagical: That the Grand Seig- 
“ nior was fo exa‘peraied by this Reprefentation, thar 
“he immediately fign’'d an Order for the Grand 
© Vizicr’s Sanifhment to the Ifle of Chios, or Scio, in 
* the Archipciago, and then nominated the Bafhaw 
* of Widdin to fuccecd him.” What feems to give 
the more Credit to this Account, is the Bafhaw’s 
fudden Journey to Conflanrinople ; tho’, after all, 
as ic is not fa'd by what Means the Minifters of the 
Porte became pollicfled of the dectafed Ambafilador’s 
Leuers, the News fem co require Confirmation. 
They wsite from Petersburg, that the Marriage of 
the Princefs Anne of Meckiembourg, with Prince 
Anthony Uiricof Wolfembuttle, is to be demanded by 
his Misifler in Form upon the Anviverfary ot the 
Czarina’s Coronation ; and that her Majefty has 
fignify’d, chat fhe will have that Princely treated 


‘hereafter with the fame Honours as it fhe were her 


own Daughter. 

From Copenhagen, Thar the Count de Rantzau 
has, with his Danifh Majefty’s Confent, refign’d the 
Viccroyfhip of Norway, referving to him(clt only a 
Perfion of 3009 Crowns ; and that ‘tis belicved that 
important Office will be fupprefe’d.
